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It  is  here  necessary  to  explain  that  in  addition  to  the  3,135 
applications  considered  by  the  Relief  Committee,  there  are  in- 
cluded in  the  5,449  cases  brought  before  that  Committee  the 
usual  monthly  renewals,  special  reports,  enquiries  as  to  families, 
&c. 

Of  the  458  casqs  revised  at  Poorhouse,  142  were  discharged  with 
donations  in  money  and  clothing,  of  which  latter  94  have  continu- 
ed to  do  for  themselves  outside ; 22  returned  within  one  month, 
13  within  two  months,  8 within  three  months,  and  5 within 
four  months.
